It     The  present   investigation  sought   to   find  out   two   things:    first, 
how  Euripides  used  the   genitive;      second,   how  this   use   compared 
with  Sophocles'   use   of  the   case.      Tne  wcrK  of  Professor  Goodell 
on  the   Sophoclean  genitive   (Trans.    Aaer.    Phil,    Assoc.    1864,  pp.1   ff.) 
referred  to   in  the   above   extract,    has   tiieref-ore   been  of  great

But  the  first  systematic  presentation  of  syntax  was  that  of  Apol- 
lonins  Dyscolos,  the  Gree;c  grammarian,  ( 2nd  cent. P.O.),  who  repre- 
sented  the   syntax  of   Greek  as  a   systematic  whole   from  a  philosoph- 
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ical  standpoint.  TTnfortunately  his  special  treatment  of  t?ie 
cases  is  lacking  to  us.   In  the  chapter  of  his  syritax,  ho'^ever, 
devoted  to  the  case- theory  (ill.  §  3E  B. ;  §^  158  sqq.nh. ),  he 
tries  to  show  what  verbs  require  the  genitive,  dative  or  accusa- 
tive and  the  reason  tlierefor.

With   this  theory  must  be   noticed   two   other   theories:    (1)    The    "theory 
of  evolution"   in  the    form  which  H.V/eatphal    (  Philosoohisch-historisch- 
eif   G^ramraatik  der  deutschen  Sprache,    Jena  1865  and  Methodische;^  Gram, 
der  griech.

Delbrflck   ( Ablativ  Localis   Ins tr.iaent alio   in  Alt.   Lat.    Griech  und 
Deut,,    Berlin  loo7.    Die   CrrLindlageu  der  griech.    Syntax  (Synt.For- 
schungen  IV),    Halle  lt:79,    Grundfragen  der   Sprachforacnung,    Strass- 
bnrg  1901)   abandoned   the   attempt  to  find   the   fundamental   idea  of 
the   cases   in  the   etymology  of   the    ttff  ivies    aad  sought   to   reconstruct 
the   case-usage   of  the    1-3  family  by  s  coiipurison  of   the  case-usage 
of  the    different  langua^^s   of   the   fe-aily   -ind  to   find  the   Crrund- 
bedeutung  in  the   developnie.it  of  case'r.sage.      The   result  of  this 
method  for   Greek  was  the   doctrine  of  rsised  cases.      The   same  method 
was  followed  by  Brngmann   (Gr.Gr.   V  Kurze   Vsrgl.Gr.  )   v^^iose   vie;vs 
practically  coincide   with  those   of  "jelbrflck:.

3.  The   psychological   method,    represented   by   ..-undt   ( Volkerpsychologie 
I.S,    Leipzig  1900,    pp.73  ff . ) 

The    designations    'grammatical*   and    'local  cages'    are  hardly  suitable 


for  expressing  the   real  relition  of  these    two   fonns.      A  relation 
which  distingi;ishes  the  oases  axid  plays  an  important  role  in  ths 
development  of  their  forms  of  expression  consists  in  the   fact  that 
in  one  kind  of  case   the    nominal   stem  as   such   vithout  the   addition 
of  anything  in  the   form  of   suffixes,    &,c,    can  express  the  case- 
form  while   in  the  other  kind  s-ach  determining  elements  are   neces- 
sary.     Accordinsrly  the   cases  fall   into   t-70   groups,    those   of  inner 
determination  and   those   of   outer  deternination.      The  oases  of 
inner   determiniition  are    the   nominative   or   subject  case,    the   accu- 
sative  or   object  case,    genitive   or   attributive   case,    aud  dative 
or  case   of  the  remote   object,   disigaated  by  their  order   in  the 
seateace.      The  cases  of    "outer  determination"   are   distinguished 
from  those   of   "inner  determination"   by  t.70   characteristics: 

(1)  The   unlimited  number  of  case   forms   that  belong  to    the   former; 

(2)  The   regular  addition   of  a  particular  expression  -Aich  serves 
to  make   clear   the  character  of  the  relation.      Both  of  these  char- 
acteristics  arise   from   the   nature   of  the   outer  determination  of 
the  conception.     From  the  earliest  stage   on  the  nature  of  the  re- 
lation which   lies  at  the   foundation  of  the  outer  case-forms,    a 
natrire  which   is  perceived  intuitively  by  the   senses,    presses   for- 
ward to  an  expression  in  speech  aud  this  expression  now  at  once 
becomes  more  varied  because   every  especial   form  of  represeritntion 
demands  an  especial   form  of  word.      So   from   the   very  beginning  in 
contrast  to   the    distinction  of  grammatical  cases  made   for  the

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ing  from  the  case-forms  of  outer  determination.      Through  these 
associations   the   practice  of  representing  the   form  of  the  rela- 
tion by  a  definite    .7ord-form  took:  hold  of  ill   noun-forma  alilce, 
!Phis  process   of  association  was  aided  by  a  mixing  of  the  cises 
of  inner  and  outer  determination;      (2)   a  constantly  increasing 
inclination  to  manifold  chansres   in   the   order   of  words.      Prom  the 
instinctive   desire  for   a  clear  understarjding  of  the   relation, 
elements  of  speech  came   to  be   vssoeiated  with  the  inner   forms  of 
relation.      These   were   at   first  simply  emphatic   or  demonstrative 
elements.      Grradually,    ho'^ever,    through  association  they  came   to 
be  constant  elements   of  definite   case-forms.      So, too. the   added 
elements   in  the  cases   of  outer  determination  came    to   be   credited 
with  case-function  and  their   oris-in  as   separate   word  elements 
became   entirely  unrecognizable,    for   the   more   frequently  these 
aujciliary  words  of  originally  independent  mefining  were   used  as 
merely  appositional  elemente  the  more  were   their  meanings  com- 
pelled  to   die  out  especially  if  at   the   3ime   time   phonetic   changes

As  sound-  and   se^ise-'associatioiis   of  different  cases 
made   their  appearance  between  the   outer  a/id  inner  case-for.ns,    this 
naturally  led  to   the   existence   of  foras   .Thich  at  the   same    time 
contained  an  outer  and  inner  determination  of  idea.      The  nature 
of  both  the    inner  and  the  outer  cases  at  first  adhered   to   the 
separation  of   the   ott  be -forms.      But   this   state   of  affairs  became 
different  as  soon  as   in  the   developme  .t  of  the   0"ter  cases  by  the 
influence  of  the   associations  of   sound   and  sense   the  more   general 
in  meaning  obtained   the   supremacy  while  at   the   same   time   the   inner 
cases  by   \,ae   mingling  v/ith  detemiiative   elenn.ents  in  their  phonetic 
character   ,vere   brought  nearer   to  the  outer  cases.      The  psychological 
affinity  for  definite   outer  eases  vms  avoided  by  orily  or:e   of  the 
inner  cases,    the   sub^ject  case  or  nominative.      The  formation  of  such 
mixed  forms  applied  tnerefore  only  to   the   dative    and  accusative, 
the   two  originally  adverbial  cases,    and   to   the    genitive,    the   origin- 
ally adnominal   case,    and  when  these  were  brought  into   association

Two  main  theories   of  the  cases  have   resulted;    (1)    the   localistic 
theory  and   {-2)    the   anti-locaiistic   theory. 
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We  find  the  fore-runners  of  the  localistic  theory  among  the  Byzan- 
tines but  It  %ms  best  developed  ia  the  last  century  by  WHllner,  . 
Hartung  and  others,  the  best  grasp  of  it  being  given  by  Hartung 
in  his  treatise  ^her   die  Casus,  &c.,  Erlangen  1831.  (Cf.  HUbsch- 
mann  2ur  Casuslehre,  p.49. ) 

Every  perception  tajcea  place  partly  through  the  senses  partly 
through  the  mind,  the  perceptioo  through  the  senses  al.vays  takes 
the  lead  of  that  throngh  the  nlnd  and  therefore  the  language  serves 
it  rather  than  the  perception  thro-gh  the  rnind.   I'ha  lansniage, 
therefore,  has  originally  only  material  expressions,  vhioh  the 
people  then  apply  metaphorically  for  the  dlsignation  of  non-mater- 
ial things.

In  time 
the  cases  obviously  extend  their  usage   beyond  the  range   of  the 
original  analogies  and  give  rise   to  a  looser  or  freer  use.      The 
last   step   is  the  adverbial  one, 

Delbi'^.Ick  St  firct   inoliriec  to   the  localistic   theory  and  suggested 
(Knhn's  2eitsehrift    18, bl)   that   the  dative   originally  meant  an 
"inclination  towards   something"  but   later   fSynt.   Forsch.iy,53) 
he   gives  -np  this   theory  and  accepts  the  vr^ev/  that  it   is  to  be  re- 
garded rather  as  a  "purely  grammatical  case."     As  to   the  differ- 
ence between  the  accusative  and  genitive  -^ith  verbs,    Delbrflck 
accepts   the  view  of   J.Griiam  that   "the  accusative   is  coiaplctely 
under  the  control   of   the  verb,   while   the   genitive   shows  less 
ob^.ectivization,    and  the   force   at  work   is,    as   it  were,    o  ily  at- 
tempted and  started,    net  exhausted." 

i'he   genitive   is  expl^inei  by  both   Delbraci   and  Erugmann  upon  the 
iidverbal  basis  though  Delbrfici  had  formerly  explained  its  -ases 
npcn  the   adjecbivil  thocry*     Erugmann,  while   accepting  the  ad- 
verbal   ejcplanation^  caations   (Gr.lr.'""  j;.392)   against   distinigiiish- 
ing  sharply  bet-:?een  the   adnoainal   and  adverbal   genitive.      Cf.   A, J. P. 
11.111   -   106. 

Ktthner   ( Ausfilhrliche    Gram,    der  griech.    Spr.)   at  first  followed 
the   localistlc   theory  but   in  his   soco.id  edition  he   abandoned  it 
and  accepted  Rumpel's  view. 

In  his   revision   of  EShner,    Gerth  recognizes  that  both   the   genitive 
and  dative   are   raised  cases   and  confines   the  definition  given  of 
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these  oases  by  Kfliiner  to  the  pure  element  in  them, 

Petersen  (A. J. P.    iXXIl,    pp.1   ff.    and  117  ff . )   believes   that  it 
is  possible   to  formulite  a  primarily  non-looal  theory  of  the 
Indo-European  dative   in  such  a    vay  as  not  to  Tn_a  co/itrary  to 
all  the  icnown  principles  of  linguistics   and  psycholoay  and  advo- 
cates a  theory  of  the   dative   "which  neither  conflicts  with  actual 
usage,    as  that  of  the  localistc,    nor  with  certain  linguistic   and 
psychological  principles  as  the   grammatical   theory";    namely, 
"that   it  was  originally  a  case  withoxxt  ending  or  'iny  other  for- 
mal  characterization,    but   secondarily  received  its  endings  by 
association  with  local  cases,    -ind  that  these   local  cases  then 
in  turn  thrust  upon   tiie   dative   certain  meanings   like   that  of 
direction   which  were   originally  foreign   to   it",    the  result, there- 
fore,     "of  syncretism  betvveen  an  origi.ally  suffixless  case   of 
the   indirect  object  and  certain  local  cases  from  vshich  it  bor- 
rowed its  endings." 


The  applicatio'i  of  the   theory  of  the   cases   to   the  genitive  has 

resulted   in  three  theories: 

1.    The    renitive   was  originally  adnominal. 

Rumpel   (Die   Casuslehre,    p,196  )    defines  the   genitive   as   adaominal. 

Even  in  the   adverbal  use  which  is  confined  to   intransitive  verbs 

the-  genitive   depends  on  the   substantive,      Rumpel   did  not,   however, 

recognize   the  genitive   as  a  mixed  case, 

Hflbachmaiin   (Zur  Casuslehre,    pp.85   and  135)    accepts   the   adiiominal 
theory  of  the   genitive   and  the   doctrine    of  mixed  cases. 


To   Curtius   (Eriauterungen,    pp.167   ff.  )    tlae   genitive   v/as  a  mixed 
ca,se,    the    pure   genitive  adnominal.      But  the   sense  of  language 
ceased  in  time   to   perceive  clearly  the   distinction  between  the 
pure    and  ablative  elements   and  the   notion  of  the  genitive   devel- 
oped to   that  of  relativity  in  general. 

Delbrflck  at  first  fS.F.    IV,   pp. 38  and  46)   explained  the  uses  of 
the   genitive  upon  the  ad;)ectival  theory  though  with  an  apology 
for   it.      Afterwards,    as  will    be   noticed  later,   he   chaaged  his 
views, 

Whitney  ( Trans. Amer. Phil. Assoc. ,1882,    vol.13,   p. 89)    says  that  the 
original  character   of  the    genitive   was  adnominal   or   adjectival 
and  the  verbal  constructions  of   the  genitive   secondary  o  ily. 

According  to  Wundt   ( Vtflkerpsy.  I,    2,    pp.90   ff .  )    the   genitive   'vas 
at  first  adnominal  and  its  function  possessioii.      After-.virds,    how- 
ever,   the  function  was  widened  to   appurtenance   aid  so   the  case 
could  be  construed  with  a  verb.. 

2.   The  adverbal  use   of  the  genitive  is  the  earlier  use. 
Delbrflck  at  first  explained  the  uses  of  the  genitive  upon  the 
adnominal  basis.      Later  he  came  to  regard  the  adverbal  use  as  the 
older,    since  the   other  cases  also  represent  a  relation  between 
the   STibstantive   element  and  the  verbal  element   (Vid.    Grundfragen 
der  Spr.,p.l30  footnote).      The   adnominal  use  may  have   arisen 
from  a  shift  in  the   sentence  relations  just  as  the  adnominal  da- 
tive arose   (Vid.    Vergl.Synt.,p.l86) .      In  fact   such  a  se  itence   as 
*er  isst  des   Erodes,    einen  Bissen'   could  easily  become    'er  isst 
des  Brodes  eiueii   Bissen'   and  in  this  way  give   rise   to   the  parti- 
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tive   grenitive  \7ith  aubstantives   and  from  here   the   other  adnominal 
geaitives  can  develop   (Vid.   Vergl.Lynt. ,p,333 ). 

Gerth  in  his  revision  of  Ktfhaer  withdraws  the  statement  that  the 
adverhal  comes  from  the  adnominal   and  Brugmann  ((Jr. Or.      pp.391  ff , ) 
accepts  the  view  that  the  adverbal  is  the   earlier  use   and  the  parti- 
tive sense   the  original   sif^mification  though  he  adds  a  caution.

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The  genitive  ?/ith  superlatives  is  adnominal.   In  its  nature  prosaic 
it  is  not  used  often  in  the  plays  of  Euripides.   It  occurs  only 
96  times,  74  times  in  dialogue  nd  23  times  in  lyric,  dialogue  and 
lyric  furnishing  their  proper  proportion  (23-;^  lyric).

These  examples  bring  o\it   many  interesting  facta.   The  genitive 
absolute  is  rare  in  lyric  paBsegee.   Of  the  examples  cited  above 
87-per  cent  are  in  dialogue  and  only  13^  per  cent  in  lyric.   If 
we  exclude  the  Alcestis  which  has  over  44  per  cent  lyric,  the 
Troadea  and  the  Hhesus  which  have  over  33  per  cent  each  and  the 
Iph,  Taur.  and  Electra  which  have  2ffp   each,  the  remaining  plays 
show  only  5f  per  cent  of  lyric  examples,  nine  of  them  having  no 
lyric  examples.   This  is  what  we  might  expect  from  the  character 
of  the  lyric  passages.   The  dialogue  parts,  however,  influenced 
by  prose  use  and  being  farther  from  the  limits  set  by  Homer  and 
the  early  poets  show  a  greater  number,   .'here  are  101  f59-»'  per 
cent)  examples  of  the  genitive  abcoliite  Jith  present  participle, 
49  (29-  per  cent)  examples  with  the  aorist  participle  and  21  ( 12f 
per  cent)  examples  v/lth  the  perfect  participle.   Of  the  present 
participles  18  (18-  per  cent)  are  in  lyric,  of  the  aorist  2  (4+ 
per  cent),  of  the  perfect  3  (14+  per  cent). 

In  Iph. Taur. 1048  and  Electra  86  the  perfects  are  really  present 
in  force. 

There  are  124  exainples  of  the  genitive  absolute  with  an  active 
participle,  21  with  middle  participle  and  24  with  passive  parti- 
ciple,  lu  addition  to  these  there  is  one  example  (Suppl.739)  of

In  Heracl.512,    Hec.304  and   Tro.1164  the   participle  while   active 
in  form  is  passive   in  meaning  and  in  Tro.1164  is   joined  ';7ith  a 
passive   genitive   absolute. 

Of   the   active  participles   ?•♦•   per   cent   (9  examples)    are   in  lyric, 
of  the  middle   38+  per  cent   (8  examples)   and  of  the   passive   25  per 
cent  (5  examples). 

With  t-TO   e:iceptlons   (R}i.£39   and  ?hoen.211)    the   examples  with  aorist 
participle  occur  in   the   dialog-ae  portions.      Conpare  with  this  the 
usage   in  Homer.
